This  little  pool  and  rock  garden  was  three 
years  old  when  the  photograph  was  taken.  It 
is  3  feet  to  3  feet  wide  and  8  feet  long.  At  the 
deepest  point  the  water  is  15  inches  deep. 

One  small  load  of  gravel  and  6  bags  of  cement 
were  used  to  make  the  concrete,  which  was 
reinforced  with  pieces  of  woven  wire  fencing. 

It  took  two  inexperienced  men  only  6  hours 
to  dig  out  the  basin  and  build  the  pool. 

Building  your  own  pool  and  rock  garden  is 
a  great  delight  for  those  who  have  learned 
the  joy  of  doing  things  themselves.
